It has been claimed by one of the 


chief novelists of the day, we think 
Mr. Trollope, who certainly has a 
right to be heard on the subject, that 
novels teach people, aad especially 
young people, how to talk, and have 
had a distinct influence in shaping 
the stream—not a vsry brilliant/ one 
—of English conversation. Perhaps 
this is ruther a strong statement, and 
it would he more true to say that 
English novels influence English 
conversation as the Times leads poj>- 
nlar opinion, by divining and echo- 
ing it—occasionally with a clever 
Ambiance of forestalling and origi- 
nating. It is somewhat curious, by 
the way, when we come to think of 
it, and by no means complimentary 
to the novelists, that they, as we 
have just said, do so little to guide 
or help, those who may have com- 
plications of life to go through very 
similar to the complications which 
form the subjects of modern romance. 
This is a question which writers af 
fiction would 'do well to* ponder. 
Who has been helped through one 
of these difficulties by the example 
of the last study of life which even 
the'most potent of cotemporwy 
magicians has set before him ? Per- 
haps the reason is that a scarcely ap- 
preciable portion of humanity are 
those who are troubled by the special 
problems which the novelist prefer^ 
to investigate and fathom. 
For'ex-: 


ample, there are curiously few biga- 
mists in good society, yet bigamy is 
perhaps more popular than any oth- 
er subject with some novelists. And 
few of us, after all, very few, make 
eccentric wills which are still more 
largely used. As for the one grand 
problem of which the novels arefiill, 
which is how to get ourselves belov- 
ed and married, that, it is proverb- 
al, is a question in which nobody 
rill take any advice or profit by 
ay example. Here human nature

crowd of spectators this morning to 
the Supreme Court, ia which the de- 
c'uon was to be announced. 
Before, 


the Judge took bia place on the bench, 
nearly all the setts provided for the 
general public were occupied, and the 
chairs within the railing, reserved for 
members ot the Bar aid other privi- 
leged persona were also filled. The 
press was largely represented, and rows 
of spectators standing close together 
fringed the inolosure already mentioned. 


The prisoner occupied a seat near his 


counsel. Counsel for Joseph Hart was 
also near by.* The prosecution was 
represented by Assistant District-At- 
torney Bell, E. W. Stoughton, George 
Bliss, and John 1. Davenport. Elihn 
Root, Joel B. Erhardt, and Assistant 
District-Attorney Rollins were among 
tbe other persons present 


During the delivery of the opinion 


the room was very quiet, the auditors 
listening with close attention to every 
word. Amusement was manifested by i 
smiles during some passages portraying 
the utter failure of the attempts to 
show that such a person as Henry L. 
Morey ever bad an existence, and there 
wag a slight rustle aa many of the spec- 
tators turned to look at one another 
during tbe comments of the Court on 
Mr. Hewitt's connection with the case.

In this State the liberty of speech 


and of press are declared, protected, 
and to some extent restricted by the 
Constitution of the State, and in cer- 
tain specified cases by statute.

character, and are not privileged, tbe 
publisher matt bo able, on criminal 
prosecution, to show to the jury not 
on); that the; are true, but that they 
were published with good notms and 
for justifiable ends. But the*e provis- 
ion* will be aearahed ia Tain to find any 
right to publish as- genuine any fade 
or forged letter or instrument parport- 
ing to be the act of another, although 
be ii a candidate for ofiee. In ineh 
case neither the forger nor the publish- 
er of the forgery is writing or publish* 
ing "his sentiments" or opinions within 
tbe protection of the constitution, or 
discussing any question within the 
range of hia lawful rightg and priri- 
leges. lie ia, both avowedly and in 
fact, putting forth to the community as 
true the writing and act of another, 
and, if the publication ia injurious with- 
in the law of libel, he is bound it me* 
case to know the truth, or to tale the 
consequence* of Sta falsity. lomifcet 
to the forger, and of the publisherwith 
the knowledge of the forgery, there U 
simply a casaa omiawi in the law of 
felony which the consciences of all de- 
cent people most recognize, and legisla- 
tion should hasten to supply. Unbap- 
Ey, under, the present condition of the 


r,saoh an aot cannot be reached ex- 


cept as criminal libel, but 1 think it 
cannot be doubted that if the contents 
of such forged letter be such as to ex- 
pose the alleged writer to censure or 
injury, or public hatred, contempt, or 
ridicule, or such as might reasonably 
provoke him to a breach of the peace, 
they will be clearly libeloug, and the 
venom of libel is only the more poison- 
ous because the forger has pat it into 
the mouth of the party intended to be 
injured. 'If there was no precedent, 
the common law i» elastic enough to 
cover and redress such public wrong. 
In any view of the guilt or innocence 
of the accused in tbis case the question 
of the forgery of the letter is of vital 
importance, because, first, if the ac- 
cused actually wrote the letter and 
caused it to be published as genuine, 
thosa acts constitute a libel for which 
he eould be held to trial; or, secondly, 
if he did not write the letter, aid caused 
it to be published, yet as he wrote and 
furnished to the newspaper tbe article 
entitled "Lying and Sticking to It," in 
which, with tha knowledge that Oea. 
Qarfield Jhad denounced die letter as a 
forgery, he re-asserts its genuineness, 
and declares Gen. Qarfield to be a 
"liar" for having demneed it, he must 
be held to answer unless he has shown 
that in fact the letter is genuine and 
that Gen. Garleld is, therefore, a liar 
in having denied it; and also show 
that he wrote and published theartial* 
ealling him a liar, "with good motives 
and justifiable ends." It i* settled that 
to call a man in ptblic newspapers a 
liar i* libeloua. 


The Jndga here recites facts of tbe 


oases and reviews the evidence, and 
says: 


Collating all the facts, which are in 


pntdng into it a letter antedated to a 
day pnor to the nomination of Gen. 
Garfield, and on which he was known to 
have been in Washington; and that 
snob person wrote or oansed to be writ- 
ten thereon the address, "H. L. Morey, 
Lynn, Mass.," for the purpose of de- 
oeiving the publisher of the newspaper 
to whom it might be delivered into the 
belief that the letter it should inclose 
was the genuine letter of J. A. Gar- 
field. Doubtless it was not supposed 
that the envelope would be the subject 
of much scrutiny. The letter itself 
was the great subject of his thoughts, 
and the envelope, he probably pre- 
sumed, having served its purpose, would 
fall unheeded into tbe publisher's waste- 
basket. 


All the facts above enumerated, 


which disclose so clearly the character 
of this envelope, bear with no less force 
upon the question, Is the letter a for- 
gery ? It is next to impossible that 
they can be true and the letter be gen- 
uine ; but they are reinforced by other 
facts which remove from my mind the 
last shadow of doubt. There was no 
such person as "John W. Goodall, of 
Lynn, Mass.," by whom tbe letter which 
accompanied the Morey letter to Mr. 
Hart purports to have been written. It 
is proved vary clearly that no such per- 
son as H. L. Morey, as being the per- 
son to whom the fetter purports to be 
addressed, ever existed. The experts 
on both sides agree that the Morey let- 
ter, both in body and signature, was 
written by the same hand, some of them 
declaring there can be no doubt about 
it. An elimination of the letter itself 
shows this fact to every person who ia 
free from obliquity of vision or perver- 
sion of judgmsat. 


Mr. Hewitt's connection with this 


letter, and the transactions that have 
grown out of it, are, to say the least, *f 
the most extraordinary character. Ac- 
cording to the testimony oE Mr. Hart, 
when he (Hart) received the latter, the 
very singular manner in which it reach- 
ed him aroused his suspicions. He saw 
it* importance, if genuine, as $ weapon 
of deadly power, in the hands of Gar- 
field's political foes. He was not satis- 
fed to publish it upon the examination 
which ht and his editorial staff could 
make, and therefore took tha letter and 
evelope to the Democratic national 
committee for inspection. He there 
saw Mr. Hewitt, Mr. Baranm, Mr. Ran 
dall and several others. Mr. Hart then 
showed them the papers, and said, in. 
substance, that he did not want to. pub- 
lish the letter if it was a forgery, bat if 
genuine he did, and wanted no otbei 
paper to get ahead of him in its publi- 
cation. He says it was examined by 
all the persons named, but Mr."Hewitt 
made the closer and most careful exam- 
ination, aad spent fully half on-hodr in 
its examination, and then pronounjld 
the letter, both tha body andjugMpFe, 
to the in the handwriting of General 
Gartteld.

use of the national committee, ana Mr. 
Hart returned with the letter to bis 
ofiee. Bat his mind was not fully sat- 
isfied, and so, late ia tbe evening,sought 
and found Mr. Hewitt again, and again 
was assured. Hewitt had examined a 
large number of Garfield's letters, and 
said the Morey letter was genuine, and 
thi* was clinched by impressing upon 
Hart's miad the idea that 
have made it ont a forgery if 
bly could. It is not very sotfnsing 
that Mr. Hart, with the usual anxiety 
of nawspaper publishers to be ahead of 
their neighbors, should have published 
the letter without farther inquiry, bat 
it is astounding that a man of known 
sagacity, of great experience in busi- 
ness and in public sffairs, and who is 
supposed to have a decent respect for 
troth and justice, and who speaks as an 
expert in reading and writing, with ail 
the 'suspicions circumstances that at- 
tended die reception of the letter; with 
the envelope and its erasures then be- 
fore him; with the city post office and 
station stamp* oa its back; witb the 
letter marked "personal and confiden- 
tial," and addressed to some person 
whom he certainly did not know; with 
that letter before him, the contents of 
which, if true, would be greatly injuri- 
ous, and, if false, would do a wrong to 
his intimate friends as base and wicked 
as an assassin's stab,shonld have thought 
it just to press and cause its publica- 
tion withoat first removing all doubt as 
to its character. 


However much the equitable division 


may leave for others, upon Mr. Hewitt 
most rest the larger share of the re- 
sponsibility of the first publication of 
the base and shameful forgery, aad his 
inbseqaent relation to the forgery does 
not lift a single shadow from his eon- 
daet He was a member of tbe nation- 
al committae. He doubtless knew the 
extent aad purpose for which it was ta- 
ken and used by that committee, and 


went forth to the country under 
! tion of his indorsement. He 


md doubt that it met sieeeWv 


indignant denial from General 
who denounced the letter as a 
id stupid forgery, and its senti- 


tnents as brutal." 


Under our statutes the*utterer of a 


forged instrument, with knowledge of 
rts falsity, is placed in the same rank of 
erimMiny as the forger. Had tbe sub- 
•j^'ttf'trjrlffly •tiTBiia' oaselweh Instru- 
ments purporting to be obligations of 
Gen. Garfield, and he had publicly de- 
clared them to be forgeries, who could 
thereafter send them forth and circulate 
them throughout the commonwealth 
with his representation of genuineness 
without incurring the penalties of the 
taw ? The difference is purely statuto- 
ry, and in a moral forum it wholly van- 
tabes. 


My mind has reached the clear con- 


viction that the so-called Morey letter, 
in body, signature, and all its parts, is 
not the handwriting of Gen. Garffeld, 
but is altogether a forgery, perpetrated 
by some person or body ot persons for 
the purpose of deceiving the people and 
defrauding them and Gen. Garfield of 
their votes.

Taken in connection 


with other evidence in the case, it tends 
to establish a conspiracy to accomplish 
a national crime. The conspiracy points 
to men in other quarters, and of far 
higher positions, of whom he may have 
been the accomplice or only the dupe or 
tool. 
It is better, therefore, that the 


question of the actual guilt of forgery 
be left t|. the consideration of a jury, 
before whom additional, and perhaps 
more decisive evidence may possibly be 
brought. 


It mast be tbe wish of all honorable 


mind* that this case will lead not only 
to the discovery and exposure of the 
guilty parties, but to the enactment of 
laws which will prevent or severely pun- 
ish offenders of this character. 
Who- 


ever may be guilty in this case, right- 
thinking men everywhere must look 
upon the act as an appalling crime, 
wholly at war with the safety and sanc- 
tity of popular government. Fortu- 
nately, no committee, and no body of 
men, hold in their hands the conscience 
of the people, and no party fealty is 
strong enough to interpret the sentence 
of condemnation which honest men of 
all parties must pronounce upon such 
guilt. The men most criminal in this 
case may not be reached by the hand 
of justice, but they will find no party 
willing to bear and share with them the 
just measure of infamy and scorn that 
awaits them. If they have failed in 
their guilty purpose, so they will fail in 
securing the approval even of them for 
whose success they haft done the guil- 
ty work. I( will be small consolation 
to know that they bave gained by this 
a few useful electoral votes, incited an 
infuriated mob to the murder of a few 
unoffending human beings, and caused 
a few of their own agents to suffer for 
perjuries and misdemeanors. 


The defendant is held to answer upca 


the charge of criminal (libel and must 
be committed or give bail for his ap- 
pearance to answer any indictment that 
may be found against him.
